CounTy MATTERS.—During the 
month of April there were issued 
twenty marriage licenses, of which 
eleven were white and nine colored. 

There are now confined in the 
County Work House ten criminals, 
who are serving out their time for 
various slight misdemeanors. 

The Poor House has forty inmates, 
and is said to be by the Pxamining 
Committee of the County Board of 
Commissioners in avery good con- 
dition. | 

There are only five prisoners in 
the county jail; only two of which 
are county prisoners, who were com- 
mitted yesterday morning. 

It is said there are very few county 
orders, or ‘‘scrip,’”’ outstanding, and 
this paper should be at par, while on 
the contrary it is shaved at a dis- 
count of twenty-five per cent. So 
much for Radical rule. 

County Commissioner Tedd was 
in the Sheriff’s office yesterday asa 
special committee to act in concert 
with the ‘Treasurer to receive the 
amount due the eounty by Sheriff 
Lee—said to be $32,000. ‘This sum 
was due on the Ist of January, but 
the Board extended the time at the 
request of the Sheriff till May Ist. 
The Sheriff did not putin an appear- 
ance, and the committee adjourned 
without effecting a settlement. 

There were recorded at the Register 
of Deed’s office during the month of 
April two hundred and thirty-three 
liens, deeds, mortgages and chattel 
mortgages, being the largest number 
ever registered in one month. 

For the year 1873 the amount of 
taxes assessed amounted to $354,825, 
not inclusive of the amount paid in 
under Schedule, ‘‘ B”’ which would 
amount, in round numbers to $5,000. 
Of the above amount the County 
Treasurer has received from the 
Sheriff $13,255.24; from the Clerk on 
tax suits $232. The Treasurer has 
disbursed $14,991.25.

Reamy, the patentee of the justly 
celebrated Reamy House Moving 
trucks. Wesaw a large double barn, 
with sheds attached, being easily 
moved on those trucks with only four 
hands, with a rapidity never yet se- 
cured by any other patent or plan.

and early yesterday morning a fever- 
ish excitement prevailed with our 
colored citizens, and quite a number 
were seen with eheck-vooks in hand 
awaiting the opening of the bank. 
A rush, accompanied with little or 
no excitement occurred, but the 
promptness of the officials to pay all 
demands, soon allayed the fears of 
the people. Depositors came in du- 
ring the day and all were promptly 
paid. Rev. G. W. Brodie, col., the 
Manager of the bank, a man of supe- 
rior financial ability, and who sus- 
tains an irreproachable character for 
honesty and integrity, assured his 
depositors that the bank was perfect- 
ly sound and safe, that there was no 
necessity of arun, but if they desired, 
every one would be paid in full. This 
assurance had the effect of restoring 
confidence. 

Later in the afternoon a telegram 
wus received from Frederick Doug: 
lass, col., from Washington city, sta- 
ting that the Home bank was safe 
and sound,and no fears entertained by 
depositors in that city. At the close 
of the business hour everything was 
quiet, and we believe that the excite- 
ment is allover. As far asthis city is 
concerned the Freedman’s Bank is 
well ofticered and has the confidence 
of the entirecommunity. We regret 
the present difficultles and hope that 
the worst is over. __

tion as to the 
shall constitute a day’s work is a 
theme in which they feel no direct 
interest. They must commence work 
when the work is ready for them and 
not stop until it is done. The old 
rule of ‘from sunrise to sunset’’ 
would be a glorious relief to them, 
and as toeight hours constituting a 
day’s work they would regard them- 
selves as transformed to a heaven of 
bliss. There are few persons engaged 
in a newspaper office who work less 
than from twelve to sixteen hours per 
day, and during the winter season 
not less than ten of these hours are 
by gas light, closing at three, four or 
five o’clock in the morning. Whilst 
other people are sleeping soundly in 
their beds, the editor, with his corps 
of assistants, is busily at work pre- 
paring to spread before his readers at 
the breakfast table news from all 
parts of the world, with a complete 
record of the day’s and night’s do- 
ings in his own locality. When or- 
dinary mortals get up in the morn- 
ing the newspaper man is just turn- 
ing in for his first nap. : 


Portions of Virginia were visited 
with a heavy snowstorm on Wednes- 
day. A dispatch from Bonsack’s 
says: “Snowing heayily here this 
morning, commencing before day.

TH Legislature of Virginia has 
passed a merchants’ tax bill which is 
considered positively injurious if not 
ruinous to the mercbants of that 
State, and we see that the business 
men of Norfolk, Petersburg and 
Riehmond have determined, if the 
measure is not vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor, to test the constitutionality of 
the bill before the Courts fully and 
thoroughly, regardless of expense. 


IN THE Virginia State Senate, on 
Wednesday, the House bill giving the 
Richmond and Danville Railroad 
Company the power to change its 
gauge to Greensboro was deieated. 
The senate required the company to 
relinquish itsright of exemption from 
taxation from the date of ifs accept- 
ance of the provisions of the bill. 
Vhis the company declined to do, 
and, on motion of one of its friends, 
the bill was “indefinitely postponed.”

Tr Supreme Court of Appeais of 
Virginia has refused to grant a thew 
hearing to COLEMAN, the detaulting 
assistanutin the Treasury Department, 
and consequently that individual 
goes to the penitentiary for four years 
unless theGovernorinterposes. This 
cause will be remembered by our 
readers as one of peculiar sadness, 
COLEMAN being a young man of most 
respectable connections, but who was 
led astray by the evils of dissipation, 
and .the gaining table proved the 
ruin of a most promising young 
man. 


THH dissatisfaction in the Repuli- 
can ranks, says ithe Baltimore Ga- 
zette, is spreading far and wide 
throughont the country, and bids 
fair to blossom into open and deter- 
mined revolt. In view of this 
patent and undeniable the 
certain disintegration of itadical- 
ism is only a question of time, and 
willinevitably come upon that cor- 
rupt organization, unless it is saved 
from destruction by the weakness 
and folly of the elements of opposi- 
tion combined against it.

Mr. Tremaine was chairman, and to 
which the memorial of the south 
Carolina tax-payers was referred, 
made report that the grievances 
complained of beyond the 
reach and control of Congress.” 
Pharisees hypocrites! They 
argued that Congress had ample au- 
thority and reach to destroy the 
autonomy of the States; to raze their 
lmstitutions and local systems, and 
to colivert them into miserable de- 
pendencies on Senegambian and car- 
pet-bag control. But Congress has 
no power to undo the work of mis- 
chief and havoc, and the victims of 
reconstruction must e’en make the 
most of their distressed and oppress- 
ed condition.

South Carolina to be Let Alone. 

And so poor South Caroljina will 
have to bear her load of evils with 
the best grace she can, The sub- 
committee of the House Judiciary 


Committee of Congress bh» 
ecu @ report on the memorial of the 


Tax-Payers’Convention of that State, 
asking for relief against the alleged 
misgovernment in that State, which 
report was adopted by the Commit- 
tee. The Commitiee say they cannot 
resist the conviction that the extri- 
ordinary condition of the people of 
South Carolina is owing in a great 
degree to the extraordinary events 
that have occurred and the great 
changes that have been produced 
within the last few years for which 
her present citizens, or the majority 
thereof, are not properly responsible, 
and which are beyond the reach 
and control of Congress. ‘They 
claim that the present condition 
of affairs is attributable tothe results 
of the late civil war and the adop- 
tion and acceptanceof the thirteenth, 
fourteenth and _ fifteenth amend- 
ments to the Constitution, and that 
Congress has no power in the matter, 
the people of the United States alone 
having the power to change the Con- 
stitution. The report concludes: 


“The committee say they have con- 
fidence in the final suecess of the 
great Changes that have been wrought 
in favor ot the African race in this 
country from the intelligence and 
capacity exhibited by their represen- 
tatives in Congress, and Ly those who 
appeared before the committee. They 
feel assured they can, if they will, 
establish their rights to the confi- 
dence of the country. it is hoped 
that with the advantages afforded 
now of edueation, and with the eager- 
licss they display to avail themselves 
of its benefits, they will be found 
fully equal to the dignity and duties 
of their newly-acquired citizenship. 
it is believed that by the mutual 
interchange of kind and _ friendly 
intercourse, and by the enjoyment of 
all those means which are found suf- 
ficient in other States, existing evils 
in the administration of the aftairs of 
South Carolina may be remedied by 
the peopie themselves. The commit- 
tee therefore report a resolution that 
the prayer of the memorialists be 
denied, and the committee discharged 
from the further consideration of the 
subject.’’ 


And here is another proof that 
while our government is powerful for 
evil it is equally as powerless for good. 
Our heart goes out in sympathy to 
the oppressed people of South Caro- 
lina, but we trust a brighter day may 
dawn upon them in the no distant 
future.

One of the most glaring evils and 
baneful consequences following in 
ne train of the tyrannical,odious and 
unconstitutional reconstruction acts, 
to this State, is the low ebb, in dig- 
nity and integrity, to which the Ju- 
diciary has fallen.

Young Mr. CLARKE heard 
of the man, sought him out and of- 
fered for one hundred dollars cash in 
hand to obtain the desired injunction. 
The bargain was struck, and sure 
enough in afew hours the desired 
injunetion was secured. It is said 
that this suceessfu: young man has 
already a very lucrative practice and 
his father is very proud of him.
